Since the re-districting of Synod was effective this year dates for | 


the district meetings were so arranged that it was possible for me to 


attend five of them. The reports of attendance will be given by the 


chairmen, which will prove an attendance of from 40 to 75 at each meet- 
ing; more information is possible under this division. 


I was able to visit besides the district meetings, 7 regular society 
meetings; met with the officers of four others and traveled in the in- 


terests of the Synodical Society over 2,000 miles in the state of Ne- 


_ braska, at an expense to the society of $8.00. 
Had hoped to visit extreme western part of state, but health did 
not permit. 
Two women’s societies, Stamford and Dakota City (Salem), have or- 
ganized as a result of Mrs. Bell’s visit. Five Young Women’s, Hardy, 
Ponca, Falls City, North Platte and Redeemer, Omaha, are new. Light 
Brigades at Grand Island, McCool Junction, Verdon and York are re- 
ported with one not reported at Auburn. 
Young Women’s Society at South Sioux City, the only society re- 
ported having disbanded in the past year. Stella reports having revived. 
Young Women’s Secretary, Mrs. F. C. Lage, resigning in January, 
I assumed duties in connection with presidency. 
Mrs. E. H. Kreutz recommended for membership on Midland Assem- 
bly Board. 

Five letters sent to . for information, but no record of other 
letters sent. Have used post cards when possible to cut expense. 

English Nebraska Synodical Society was represented at the Young 
Women’s Congress by eleven young women, at the convention by the 


three elected delegates and six visitors. Some of the young women re- 


| mained for the convention also.

Recommendations 
1. First, that we express our gratitude to our Heavenly Father, 
by increasing our gifts and our prayers, for the work He has permitted 
us to accomplish in the cause of Missions.
